Rent hike may force beloved diner-on-wheels to close

She has been serving 
Monster Burgers for 26 
years, and without a mira¬ 
cle solution to a monster 
rent hike, Carol Reczak 
will be forced to rev up the 
Motoraunt’s engine and 
move on. 

The massive mobile 
eatery occupies four north¬ 
east city lots, sitting incon¬ 
spicuously amid commer¬ 
cial businesses, serving a le¬ 
gion of faithful regulars 
who swear by its home¬ 
made soul food. 


In early November, city 
officials handed the recent¬ 
ly widowed restaurateur 
with notice her monthly 
rent would rise from $1,000 
to $3,000 onjan.l. 

“It’s nuts, it’s not fair,” 
she said Thursday. “If 
they’re losing money, I un¬ 
derstand, but the severity of 
the raise, I don’t under¬ 
stand. I’m only human.” 

Though she’s in negotia¬ 
tion with city Planning and 
Development, Reczak says 
she’ll likely face an un¬ 
planned early retirement if 
it isn’t amended. 

“I’ve been losing a lot of 
sleep over it,” she said, pre-

dieting the business will 
likely close within six 
months without help. 

Reczak’s late husband, 
Wayne Bond, welded the 
original double-decker 
structure around a Cadillac 
El Dorado engine in 1983. 
The couple planned to drive 
to California, selling two- 
pound Monster Burgers and 
fries on the way. 

“We had no intent on sit¬ 
ting still, but life got in the 
way.” 


It found a permanent 
home at 12410 - 66 St. in 
1994, where it continues to 
feed an ever-growing fol¬ 
lowing. Since Bond’s death 
in 2008, in-progress renova¬ 
tions have halted and 
Reczak has struggled to run 
the business alone. 

Though she’s optimistic 
and says she’ll attempt to 
purchase the land, she’s re¬ 
alized the end may be near, 
and out of her control. 

“We’ve stood the test of 
time, and maybe it’s be¬ 
cause we have wheels that 
we’ve survived,” she said.

Police ready 
for rioting at 
Copenhagen 
climate talks 



conference In Denmark’s 
biggest security operation 
since the Second World 
War, police are mobilizing 
thousands of officers and 
— for the first time — a 
water cannon for next 
week’s UN climate 
summit. 

Copenhagen police 
demonstrated the 
German-made 22-ton vehi¬ 
cle to media Thursday, 
showcasing it mainly as a 
beefed-up fire truck that 
could spray water on burn¬ 
ing cars or trash bins if 
protests get out of hand. 

But police spokesman 
Michael Engell said it was 
possible to add tear gas to 
the 1.5-million-gallon wa¬ 
ter tank, implying the can¬ 
non could also be aimed at 
rioting protesters. 

Police said they have 
never before used such a 
vehicle. 

At least 100 world lead¬ 
ers will converge on the 
normally tranquil city in 
the next two weeks to try 
to forge a new pact against 
global warming. 

Roughly 15,000 
delegates have signed up 
for the conference — and 
many more protesters are 
expected to march 
through the streets. 

“We do not want to be at 
war with anyone,” Copen¬ 
hagen police operations 
chief Per Larsen said. “But 
we will act accordingly if 
something unacceptable 
happens. “

Despite concerns, it’s busi¬ 
ness as usual for the 19th 
annual Butterdome Craft 
Sale.

Middleweight Jason MacDonald hopes to turn tide 


“I personally feel like you never do 
yourself any good if you dwell on the 
negative stuff.”

Jason (The Athlete) 
MacDonald isn't much for 
looking back. Which is 
probably wise when you 
have lost four of your last 
five tights. 

But the 34-year-old mid¬ 
dleweight from Red Deer, 
Alta., firmly believes he is a 
better mixed martial arts 
fighter than his recent 
record suggests. And he 


plans to prove it Friday 
night against (King) 
Solomon Hutcherson at 
MFC 23 in Enoch, Alta. 

“I personally feel like you 
never do yourself any good 
if you dwell on the negative 
stuff,” MacDonald said. “If I 
dwell on those lost fights 
and can’t get past that, 
then it’s impossible to 
move forward.” 


MacDonald may also be 
partly to blame. For a 
while, he seemed deter¬ 
mined to live or die by his 
standup skills, which are 


not his forte. In some 
fights, he also showed an 
inclination to ignore the 
game plan when the cage 
door shut. 


He did stick to his strate¬ 
gy in his last UFC outing at 
UFC 97 in Montreal in 
April. He took Nate Quarry 
to the fence and tried to 
take him down. But in so 
doing, he ended up on the 
bottom and Quarry busted 
his face open with elbows. 

Prior to that, he stood toe 
to toe with Wilson Gouveia 
and paid for it at the Season 
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8 finale of The Ultimate 
Fighter last December. Gou¬ 
veia caught an advancing 
MacDonald with a left flush 
to the chin and the Canadi¬ 
an crumpled at the fence, 
absorbing a string of ham¬ 
mer-fists and some 18 el¬ 
bow strikes that carved 
open his forehead before 
tapping out to stop the pun¬ 
ishment after two minutes 
18 seconds. 

Hutcherson (11-5) may be 
just what the doctor or¬ 
dered. MacDonald (21-13) 
says Hutcherson’s camp 
turned down the fight 
when it was first offered, 
suggesting the American 
changed his mind because 
he thought the time was 
right to face MacDonald. 

“If that’s the case for this 
fight, then he’s sadly mis¬ 
taken,” MacDonald said. 
“I’ve dropped a few to 
tough competition but I’m 
still very much in the game 
and very much focused.”

China leader asks PM 



Harper chided for dragging feet on visit 


In a surprisingly undiplo¬ 
matic rebuke, Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper was 
publicly chided at a tradi¬ 
tional Chinese 
welcoming ceremony 
Thursday for taking too 
long to visit the country. 

The subtle but pointed 
rebuke came as the prime 
minister and his Chinese 
counterpart, Wen Jiabao, 
sat at a large oval table for 
talks following a military 
welcome at the cavernous 
Great Hall of the People. 

With television cameras 
rolling, Wen noted that he 
and Harper had yet to 
meet and that no Canadi¬ 
an prime minister had vis¬ 
ited China in five years. 

He also reminded the 
prime minister that Chi¬ 
nese media was full of sto¬ 
ries about the lack of at¬ 
tention paid to China by 
his government since be¬ 
ing elected in 2006. 

“Five years is too long a 
time ... and that’s why 
there were comments in 
the media that your visit 
should have taken place 
earlier,” Wen said. 

An hour earlier, Presi¬ 
dent Hu Jintao twice em¬ 
phasized that this was 
Harper’s first visit at their 
private meeting. However, 
the prime minister did not

let the comments slip by 
without a response. He 
pointed out that it had also 
been five years since the 
Chinese leadership had 
stepped foot in Canada. 

Responding to a re¬ 
porter’s question, Harper 
said he hasn’t changed his 
views, but that “more reg¬ 
ular visits would seem to 
make sense.” 

The gentle prods 
seemed to confirm official 
media assertions, always 
an indication of the gov¬ 


ernment’s thinking, that 
the relationship had 
turned icy since Harper’s 
election in 2006. 

But while the Chinese 
government has given 
eveiy indication of having 
taken offence over what it 
perceived as the Harper 
government’s neglect, as 
well as attacks on China’s 
human rights record, Hu 
and Wen made clear they 
are prepared to rebuild 
the relationship.

The federal government 
is in the midst of handing 
out an unprecedented $5- 
billion pot of federal mon¬ 
ey for social housing needs 
and construction. Some 
provinces, especially On¬ 
tario, are also earmarking 
substantial sums towards 
housing. 

For the first time in four 
years, the federal minister 
in charge of housing will 
meet face to face with her 
provincial counterparts on 
Friday, in the hopes of 
hashing out the most effec¬ 
tive way to spend it all. 


• The number of struggling 
families who spend more 
than 30 per cent of their in¬ 
come on housing has been on 
the rise over the past decade, 
despite the economic boom 
that preceeded the recession. 


Human Resources Minis¬ 
ter Diane Finley said she is 
going into the meeting 
asking a pair of fundamen¬ 
tal questions: “Are we do¬ 
ing the right thing with it, 
and are we doing it the 
right way?” Finley said in 
an interview. 

“There has been no 
progress in reducing the 
amount of (social) housing 
needed in Canada in the

Our famine tragedy 


As the far north starved, a top 
photographer captured it all 


Sometime in February 
1950, a Canadian photog¬ 
rapher pulled a camera 
out of his parka, focused 
as best he could in the 
flickering lamplight inside 
an igloo, and pressed the 
shutter. 

The resulting image — 
an Inuit mother, haggard 
from hunger, pressing her 
nose and lips to those of 
her youngest child — has 
since become iconic. 

But the story behind 
Richard Harrington’s 
memorable print, and the 
many others he made 
around the same time, is 
less well known. 

And that’s what a show 
at the Winnipeg Art 
Gallery hopes to remedy. 

“It’s certainly long over¬ 
due,” said Darlene Wight, 
a curator behind the exhib¬ 
it, which runs until March. 

Harrington made six 
trips to the Arctic between 


The show is

1948 and 1953. 

He often lived with the 
Inuit, who depended on 
the availability of caribou. 

Harrington’s 1950 trip 
came in a year the caribou 
didn’t. The result was 
famine. 

As southern Canadians 
welcomed a prosperous 
decade of suburbs and big- 
finned cars, many of their 
northern fellow citizens 
were starving to death. 

Although Harrington’s 
work is sold and exhibited 
at Toronto’s Stephen Bul¬ 
ger Gallery, the Winnipeg 
show is his first at a public 
art institution in Canada in 
more than two decades.

With the world losing the 
battle against global 
warming so far, experts 
are warning that humans 
need to follow nature’s ex¬ 
ample: Adapt or die. 

That means elevating 
buildings, making taller 
and stronger dams and sea¬ 
walls, rerouting water sys¬ 
tems, restricting certain 
developments, changing 
farming practices and ulti¬ 
mately moving people, 
plants and animals out of 
harm’s way. 

Adapting to rising seas 
and higher temperatures is 
expected to be a big topic 
at the UN climate-change 
talks in Copenhagen next 
week, along with the pro¬ 



jected cost — hundreds of 
billions of dollars, much of 
it going to countries that 
cannot afford it. 

Until recent years, ex¬ 
perts avoided talking 
about adjusting to global 
warming for fear of sound¬ 
ing fatalistic or causing 
countries to back off ef¬ 
forts to reduce emissions. 

Some biologists point to 
how nature has handled 
the changing climate. The 
rare Adonis blue butterfly 
of Britain was headed to¬ 
ward extinction because 
global warming was mak¬ 


ing its habitat unbearable. 
Instead, it evolved longer 
thoraxes and wings, allow¬ 
ing it to fly farther to cool¬ 
er locales. 

“It’s something that’s 
been neglected, hasn’t 
been talked about and it’s 
something the world will 
have to do,” said Rajendra 
Pachauri, chairman of the 
Intergovernmental Panel 
on Climate Change. 

But adaptation will be 
difficult because the rate of 
change is escalating, and 
humans will have to work 
harder to keep up, said 
U.S. National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion chief Jane Lubchenco.

Irish nuns offer further 
$204M over child abuse 


Sisters of Mercy 
pledge largest 
sum of any of 
18 guilty orders 

A major Irish order of Ro¬ 
man Catholic nuns, the Sis¬ 
ters of Mercy, offered 
Thursday to pay child 
abuse victims, the govern¬ 
ment and charities a 
further $204 million to 
compensate for decades 
of abuse in its schools and 
orphanages. 

The compensation offer 
to the Irish Education De¬ 
partment is by far the 
largest from 18 orders of 
Catholic priests, brothers 
and nuns found guilty of 
chronic child abuse. They 
ran scores of residential 
schools, workhouses and 
orphanages for genera¬ 
tions of Ireland’s most de- 

I prived children from the 
mid-19th century to the 
1990s. 

The Sisters of Mercy 
said in a statement it 
“wholeheartedly regrets 
the suffering experienced 
by the children in their 
care” and hoped this lat¬ 
est offer would show that

A nine-year state inves¬ 
tigation in May ruled that 
all the orders permitted 
and covered up endemic 
rape, molestation, beat¬ 
ings and mental cruelty in 
their children’s institu¬ 
tions. 

The government re¬ 
sponded by demanding 
the orders pay much more 
to help cover compensa¬ 
tion payments to more 
than 14,000 abuse 
claimants worldwide. 

The government con¬ 
firmed receipt of the Sis¬ 
ters of Mercy offer but de¬ 
clined further comment. 

Several other Catholic 
orders have already made 
smaller offers to the gov¬ 
ernment and victims’ sup¬ 
port groups following the 


May report. 

Its findings of epic lev¬ 
els of cruelty and neglect 
fanned public fury against 
the Catholic orders, which 
in 2001 cut a controversial 
deal with the government 
that capped the church’s 
total contribution to the 
future compensation bill 
at $203 million — virtual¬ 
ly the same as the contri¬ 
bution now offered by the 
Sisters of Mercy alone. 

The Sisters of Mercy 
said its new offer would 
involve $32 million in 
cash to a new fund for 
supporting abuse victims 
and their families, and do¬ 
nations of properties val¬ 
ued at $171 million. 

Most of the properties 
would be transferred to 
government ownership, 
while property worth $18 
million would go to the 
victims support fund and 
$24 million more in prop¬ 
erty would go to victims 
counselling groups. 

The nuns noted that, 
under the terms of the 
2001 agreement, they had 
already handed over $52 
million in cash and prop¬ 
erty.

government banned Islamic 
veils and all-encompassing 
robes in the dorms of public 
universities, it cited reports 
of men wearing the garb to 
sneak into the women’s 
quarters.

dorms on the grounds that 
it “has nothing to do with 
Islam,” and that it was un¬ 
necessary since the college 
is gender-segregated. 

Meanwhile, the Health 
Ministry and religious au¬ 
thorities forbade nurses 


and preachers to wear the 
niqab. The moves have an¬ 
gered many women who 
say they cover up voluntar¬ 
ily out of religious convic¬ 
tion, and in some cases are 
penalized for it.

Somali pirates seized 
in raid by Dutch navy 

Outlaws identified from photos taken by ship’s crew 


The Dutch navy captured 
13 Somali pirates and 
seized a weapons haul off 
the coast of Oman after 
the pirates attacked a mer¬ 
chant ship, Dutch authori¬ 
ties reported Thursday. 

Armed pirates on speed¬ 
boats tried to board the 
Antigua and Barbuda- 
flagged BBC Togo, but 
were repelled after firing 
on the vessel. 

Defence ministry 

spokesman Robin Middel 
said “it didn’t go easily for 
the pirates” because the 
BBC Togo had taken pre¬ 
cautions such as barring 
stairwells with barbed 
wire. 

The pirates then fled to a 
larger fishing boat, 280 
kilometres south of the 
western town of Salalah, 
where a Dutch frigate cap-

tured them Wednesday 
evening, Middel said. 

“A large amount of 
weapons were discovered 
on board, among which 
were AK-47s, roclcet-pro- 
pelled grenades, ammuni¬ 
tion, boarding hooks and 
ladders,” the ministry said. 

The pirates were arrest¬ 
ed and are being held on 
the HMS Evertsen, Middel 
added. They are believed 
to be Somalis. 

The Dutch frigate is lead¬ 


ing a European Union 
naval force to protect food 
shipments to Somalia and 
combat piracy. 

Middel said officials had 
identified the men cap¬ 
tured on the fishing boat 
as those who had attacked 
the BBC Togo using photo¬ 
graphs taken by the mer¬ 
chant ship’s crew. 

Those photos could also 
make it possible to prose¬ 
cute the pirates. 

“Most of the time it’s dif¬ 
ficult to identify pirates, 
but this time you have pic¬ 
tures and eyewitnesses,” 
he said. 

Two Tanzanian fisher¬ 
men said the pirates had 
held them hostage for 
months and used their 
boat as a floating opera¬ 
tions base, the statement

Exchange student's murder 
trial draws to a dose in Italy 


jury American exchange 
student Amanda Knox has 
made her final statement 
to the Italian court trying 
her for the murder of her 
British roommate. She said 
she fears having the “mask 
of an assassin” placed on 
her. 

Knox addressed the 
court Thursday before the 
eight members of the jury 
go into deliberations. 
Speaking Italian, her voice 
breaking as she fought 
back tears, Knox said she is 
trying to remain calm even 
though she is “disappoint¬ 
ed, sad and frustrated” 
over the two years she has 


spent in jail. 

Knox and her former 
boyfriend, Italian co-defen¬ 
dant Raffaele Sollecito, 
have been jailed since just 
after the 2007 slaying of 
British student Meredith 
Kercher. Both deny wrong¬ 
doing in the incident, 
which has been closely fol¬ 
lowed in European media. 

Kercher was found dead, 
her throat slit, in the apart¬ 
ment she shared with 
Knox in the central Italian 
town of Perugia. The de¬ 
fendants are alleged to 
have slain Kercher as part 
of a drug-fuelled sexual as¬ 
sault.

U.S. Air Force pilot 
once held in ‘Hanoi 
Hilton' dies at 82 

veteran Retired U.S. Air 
Force Col. Jack Pitchford, a 
fighter pilot who survived 
seven years in the notori¬ 
ous prison camp known as 
the “Hanoi Hilton,” has 
died at 82 of a brain 
tumour. Pitchford was 
shot down over North 
Vietnam in 1965 and tak¬ 
en to Hoa Lo prison, where 
many prisoners, including 
U.S. Sen.

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Olympic dreams require 
athletes first make team

ith exactly 
10 weeks to 
go until the 
home 
Olympics, 
many of Canada’s athletes 
haven’t booked their tickets 
to Vancouver and Whistler. 

To be considered medal 
contenders, they have to 
make the team. 

All over the world, trials 
by fire are occurring with 
glory hanging in the bal¬ 
ance. Past performance 
means little and there’s al¬ 
ways disaster lurking to de¬ 
rail any Olympic dream. 
Just ask John Kucera, the 
reigning world downhill ski 
champion, who broke his 
leg in a crash at Lake Louise 
and thus ended his hopes of 
a gold medal. 

“It’s what we sign up for,” 
shrugged Francois Bourque, 
Kucera’s teammate who 
had witnessed the fall. 
Bourque himself missed all 
of last season due to injury. 


In 2006 at the Torino Games 
he finished a narrow fourth 
in the giant slalom. This 
time he’s guaranteed noth¬ 
ing. 

“It’s part of the game. It’s 
what we live with,” 
Bourque reckoned. 

In curling the finest 
teams in the land are as¬ 
sembling in Edmonton to 
conduct a super tourna¬ 
ment from which only two 
will emerge. The fact that 
Kevin Martin and Jennifer 
Jones have dominated the 
sport for the last four years 
is irrelevant. So is the 
Olympic silver medal Mar¬ 
tin won in 2002. Becoming 
the Canadian representa¬ 
tive in Vancouver will be 
the toughest task of all. 

At the World Cup of 
speed skating in Calgary the 
powerhouse nations will 
dash in an Olympic pre¬ 
view. Canada has many 
stars in the mix. But in the 
men’s 500M sprints the 
most successful racer of all- 
time, Jeremy Wotherspoon, 
hasn’t qualified. He’ll be 


hard pressed to make 
amends for his stumble at 
the start line in Salt Lake 
City and it will have to be at 
another distance. 

In Europe Canadian bob¬ 
sleigh athletes like Heather 
Moyse of PEI still don’t 
know if they’ve got a seat in 
the sled — this in spite of 
the fact that Moyse missed a 
podium spot in Turin by 
hundredths of a second. 

Moyse told a community 
fundraiser in Charlottetown 
recently that as an aspiring 
team member she takes 
nothing for granted. “Peo¬ 
ple call me an Olympian,” 
she explained. “I say I’m 
just like everyone else. I’m 
just somebody’s neighbour 
with a job to do.” 

Indeed, for Moyse and all 
the others the most difficult 
mission may be making the 
Olympic cut in the first 
place.

Lending her voice to 
Disney’s first African- 
American princess is pret¬ 
ty huge for an actress, and 
Anika Noni Rose is all too 
aware of it.

hasn’t been a black face in 
that lineup. 

But as a child watching 
Disney films, Rose doesn’t 
necessarily remember 
noticing the absence of lead 
characters of colour. “I did¬ 
n’t necessarily feel de¬ 
prived. I was just watching 
the movies and loving 
them,” she says. “I do 
remember won¬ 
dering to myself 
if there would 
ever be a 
Chocolate 
Brown after 
seeing Snow 
White. 

“It will mean 
different things 
to different people,” 

Rose says of the impact 
Tiana will have. “For my 
nephew, it will be the 
norm. He will think noth¬ 
ing of it. It will be his first 
princess, period. For my 


mother, it’ll be something 
she’s been waiting for — 
and her child, no less. For 
my grandmother, it will be 
something she never 
thought would’ve hap¬ 
pened.” 

As for Rose herself, she 
says she’s just thrilled to be 
involved in one of Disney’s 
lavish animated musicals. 
“This is something that I al¬ 
ways dreamed of doing,” 
she says. “I didn’t 
dream of being a 
princess. I 
could’ve been a 
dandelion and 
I would’ve 
been really 
happy.” 

An admitted 
“Disney geek,” 
Rose was just as 
excited the film’s re¬ 
turn to traditional hand- 
drawn animation as she 
was about its cultural signif¬ 
icance. “When you look at 
the bayou, you can see the 
humidity in the air,” she

says. “It is hazy and warm 
and moist and thick with it. 
And I that’s something that 
CGI hasn’t quite managed 
to capture.” 

And while the first 
African-American Disney 
princess is sure to be 
viewed as a role model of 
sorts, Rose is more than 
happy to dodge that label 
herself — one of the bene¬ 
fits of voicing an animated 
character. “If they want to

Matt Dillon has worked 
with an array of 
accomplished directors 
that includes everyone 
from Francis Ford Coppola 
to Gus Van Sant to 
Cameron Crowe. But 
there's one filmmaker that 
I bet you'd never have 
guessed might be on the 
actor's dream list: Nimrod 
Antal. 

Nimrod who? 

“He’s a force — that’s the 
first thing that comes to 
mind,” said Dillon recently 
of the Hungarian 
who helmed the 
2003 subway- 
themed festi¬ 
val hit Kon- 
troll. “I , 
thought that I 
Kontroll was 
just an unbe¬ 
lievable, exu¬ 
berant film really. 

It’s just inspired and 
so I was predisposed to 
work with him.” 

Now with Armored hit¬ 
ting theatres today, audi¬ 
ences will get to witness the 
collaboration between Dil¬ 
lon and the director he as¬ 
pired to work with. While 
its impossible to predict the 
partnership will pay off, the 
thriller does show promise 
as Dillon plays the chief of 
an armoured car crew that 
plans an elaborate caper to 
rob the very treasure he’s 
supposed to be guarding. 



“It’s funny because it 
seems like an amped up 
thing — these guys set out 
to pull off this $42 million 
dollar heist and you might 
think, ‘oh, that’s a little far¬ 
fetched’ but it’s really not,” 
insisted Dillon. “While we 
were in pre-production, the 
director came up to me and 
said, ‘hey, check out this 
(newspaper) article’ and it 
was an article in which 
there had just been an in¬ 
side job armored car heist 
... so there is a kind of basis 
in reality.” 

Once Dillon realized one 
of the criminals had even 
been named Dylan (close 
call!), the coincidence 
only assured the 
cast their film 
was on the 
right track. 

Another in¬ 
dication they 
were in good 
territoiy — the 
casting of Dillon 
as a peace officer. 
After all, although 
the 45-year-old actor is of¬ 
ten typecast in that role, it 
certainly paid off with an 
Oscar nomination in Paul 
Haggis’ 2004 drama Crash. 
“I’m either playing a cop or 
I’m on the other side of the 
law,” laughed Dillon, sug¬ 
gesting that he at least gets 
to play both in Armored. “I 
think that’s the way it goes 
with action movies — 
you’ve always got to raise 
the stakes a little bit and 
that’s what’s going on 
here.”

Just as every holiday 
season brings a flurry of 
kid-friendly fare to the box 
office, so too is it often as¬ 
sociated with heart- 
tugging dramas for the 
more adult patrons. Enter 
Everybody’s Fine. 

In this slow-paced Kirlc 
Jones (Nanny McPhee) 
dramedy, Robert DeNiro 
plays Frank, a recent retiree 
whose sedate life is punctu¬ 
ated by the fact the outgo¬ 


ing message on his anti¬ 
quated answering machine 
is still his late wife’s voice. 

When his children 
(played by Drew Barrymore, 
Sam Rockwell and Kate 
Beckinsale) all skip out on a 
family get-together, Frank 
decides to travel cross-coun- 
tiy to surprise them each in 
their respective cities. 

What we get is a sexage¬ 
narian road trip of discov- 
eiy, or lack there of, since 
Frank finds his kids each 
hiding secrets — especially 
the woriying absence of 
their sibling, David. 

From that description, 
Eveiybody’s Fine (which is a 
remake of a 1990 Italian hit) 
may sound a bit mysterious 
— and perhaps Jones in¬ 
tended it to be. However, 
by the time David’s reveal 
occurs, anticipation has 


dwindled and the plot-point 
seems extraneous. 

Besides, the film’s true in¬ 
tent is already established. 
By playing down blatant 
sentimentality and casting 
DeNiro (who’s simply ar¬ 
resting steeped in his own 
misconceptions about his 
grown children and his rela¬ 
tionship to them), the 
movie satisfyingly explores 
the regret and secrets that 
exist in eveiy family. 

Mainly though, this film 
will be remembered for the 
restrained performance of 
DeNiro who, after last 
year’s bust Righteous Kill, 
looks like he’s dramatically 
returned to form. That 
measure notwithstanding, 
the low-key dramedy of 
Eveiybody’s Fine will be 
nothing more than just fine 
to most. 


Stone targeting greed again 


Hollywood filmmaker Oliv¬ 
er Stone is again taking on 
the financial world in a se¬ 
quel to 1987’s successful 
Wall Street, but this time he 
said greed is not only good 
— it’s legal. 

Stone just finished film¬ 
ing Wall Street 2 and 
dropped a few hints while 
talking to a class at Ameri¬ 
can University this week 
that focuses on his work. 

The movie again stars 
Michael Douglas as corpo¬ 
rate raider Gordon Gekko, a 
character who preached 
“greed is good” and earned 
Douglas an Academy Award 
in 1988. But this time 
Gekko takes a back seat to 
what Stone said are today’s 
financial power players. 

“The indiidual Gekko 
would no longer exist in 
this new Wall Street,” Stone 
told The Associated Press, 
referring to the boom be¬ 
fore the recent financial 
meltdown. “The big players

now are major banks and 
hedge funds... the money’s 
too big.” 

In the new film, he said, 
“greed is now legal.” 

The Federal Reserve Bank 
has a role, and Donald 
Trump has a cameo appear¬ 
ance. The film also touches 
on current politics, Stone 
said. 

The movie, due out next 
year, is a complicated but fa¬ 
miliar stoiy with greed and 
envy as central themes, 
Stone told about 75 stu¬ 


dents in the Oliver Stone’s 
America course, which also 
focuses on how popular his¬ 
torical consciousness is 
shaped. 

“Wall Street can be the 
engine of capitalism” and 
create opportunity, Stone 
said to one student. “But 
they increasingly have not 
done that because there’s 
more money in specula¬ 
tion.” 

Stone, 63, said he made 
the first Wall Street for his 
father, who was a stock 
broker, and as a symbol of 
an era of excess that only 
grew after the 1980s. Mil¬ 
lionaires became billion¬ 
aires in the decades that 
followed and the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment provided a stag¬ 
gering bailout this year af¬ 
ter everything crashed, 
Stone said. 

“I don’t think it’s 
healthy,” he said, “and I 
don’t think I’m the only

TV networks try out different formulas to gain viewers

Some shows have it easy 
— one look at Joan 
Holloway wiggling across 
the office, and you're tun¬ 
ing into Mad Men for the 
rest of the season.

How do you wiggle 
and hook an audience? 
Some clever strategies are 
behind the frontrunners — 
and lacking in the others. 

BE SMART WHEN SPINNING 


off When NCIS opened a 
Los Angeles office, the dra¬ 
ma had an audience wait¬ 
ing. Not only did it follow 
the original on Tuesday 
nights, but a second show 
was believable. 

“Clearly, there’s an ap¬ 
petite for CSIs and Law 
and Orders and NCIS. 
These things feel organic,” 
says Dan Manu, site direc¬ 
tor of TelevisionWithoutPi- 
ty.com. “It’s conceivable 
that there are more police 
stations, more cases.” 

As for the new Melrose 
Place, audiences had to 
make a leap with new stars 
and producers 17 years af¬ 
ter the original. “They’re 


going with the Hail Mary 
pass in bringing in 
Heather Locklear,” says 
Manu. “But with the 
younger audience they’re 
going for, how many peo¬ 
ple even know who 
Heather Locklear is?” 

TIMING CAN MAKE OR BREAK 

We might have fallen for 
the Glee kids without slick 
marketing moves, but air¬ 
ing the pilot after Ameri¬ 
can Idol didn’t hurt. “Fox 
did something really 
smart,” says Mickey O’Con¬ 
nor, senior editor of 
TVGuide.com. “That audi¬ 
ence really gets into the 
music.” 


As for ABC’s The Middle, 
O’Connor predicts it might 
go down with the less suc¬ 
cessful Hank, which the 
half-hour comedy shares 
an hour timeslot with. 

STICK TO THE RECIPE If yOU 

want to stand out among 
the hordes of supernatural 
shows, you better do it 
right. Vampire Diaries 
took a tried and very true 
path: bloodsuckers, an es¬ 
tablished book series, high 
school drama. 

“It had a built in audi¬ 
ence,” says O’Connor. “The 
same thing happened with 
True Blood — the readers 
tuned in.” 


The long view 

Just because a show 
makes all the right 
moves in Season 1 does¬ 
n't necessarily mean it 
will live past its infancy. 
Tasha Oren, Associate 
Professor of English and 
Media Studies at Univer¬ 
sity of Wisconsin- 
Milwaukee cites Web 
streaming as cutting into 
profits, and also points 
out that trend-driven, 
teen-centric shows such 
as Glee and Vampire Di¬ 
aries aren't even 
designed to stick around.

The new Alice In Wonder¬ 
land isn’t some blond girl 
getting bounced from ad¬ 
venture to adventure.

Polenta with 
Quick Ratatouille 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 

1 red onion, thin wedges 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 
1 red pepper, sliced 

1 zucchini, small chunks 
1 eggplant, small chunks 
1 chili pepper, seeded and 
sliced 

4 cups (11) boiling water 
7 oz (200 g) polenta 

5 oz (150 g) dolcelatte 
cheese, cubed 

14 oz (398 ml) can 
chopped tomatoes with 
basil 

1/2 oz (15 g) fresh basil, 
torn 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large pot 
over medium heat and add 
onion, garlic, pepper, zuc¬ 
chini, eggplant and chili 
pepper. Cover; cook, stir¬ 
ring occasionally, until 
vegetables begin to soften. 
Add salt and ground black 
pepper. 


2. Meanwhile, put boiling 
water in large nonstick 
pot, bring to boil and add 
1 tsp (5 ml) salt. Stir polen¬ 
ta into water with wooden 
spoon. 

3. Lower heat and stir 
briskly until polenta 
begins to thicken and bub¬ 
ble slowly. Half-cover pot 
and cook 5 minutes, stir¬ 
ring often. Remove from 
heat and mix in cheese. 
Season with ground black 
pepper, then cover and set 
aside. 

4. Stir tomatoes into rata¬ 
touille and cook until veg¬ 
etables are tender. Add 
basil. Spoon polenta onto 
plates and put ratatouille 
on top, with garnish if us¬ 
ing.
